Springfield is a district of small homes for the most part.

Typical of the district are the blocks of two-story 
frame houses, which are owner occupied, and generally 
valued at less than $5,000. To the northwest, in the vicinity 
of Merrick Boulevard, is a better class Negro community. 
Neighborhood retail stores are scattered, but Sutphin 
Boulevard is the important business street.
